Saflocating In Mid Ocean-300 Human Belaxs
Nearly Cholied Lo Death—-Frightful Soones on
Board the stonmship Enginnd.

Tuesday, the 12ih day of last moath, the
eleamship England, of the National line, cleared
from Queenstown for New York, with o general
cargo, smong which was a large number of
barrels of bleaching powder and about 200
sleerage and cabin passengers. After haviog
been five days out in a storm, during which the
ghip had sustalned no other damage than the
admittance to her hold of a small quantity of
waler, 4 new danger—and one which spread
terror sud consteroation among the crew as
well as the passengers—burst upon them. The
engineers, the firemen, and in fact all who were
working below, were suddenly seized with a
violent fit of conghing, which was followed by
extreme
